2. The Principal, Sainik School in his letter read as third paper above 
has stated that the main income of the school is the amount being received 
as scholarships from ihe state and most of the boys in the school are receiving 
scholarships. He has also informed the Government that due to the increased 
expenditure on establishment charges and diet charges it has become impos 
sible to run the school with the existing amount of scholarship . It is also 
pointed out that with the present rate of dict charges of Rs. 2.75 per boy per 
day it is rather difficult to provide a balanced diet for the cadets so as to keep 
G. 1265 
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up their normal growth and health which are highly necessary for their better 
performance in the field . Government have also been informed that most of 
the other state Gvernments have recently enhanced the scholarship amount 
to the students of their respective Sainik Schools . As has been advised by the 
Saink School Society in their letter No.F. 3/7/75 /1997-2051-52/6SC . 
dated 21-6-1975 , the Principal, Sainik School, Kazhaku :tom has now propused 
that the amount of scholarship of the Sainik School boys may be enhanced 
from Rs. 2,050 to 2,400 with effect from 1-10-1974 to meet the additional 
diet charges. 

3. Government have examined the question in detail and are pleased 
to increase the amount of scholarsh p fr m Rs. 2,050 to 2,300 (Rupees two 
thousand and fiity to two housand and th ee hundred only) per annum with 
effect from 1-10-197 + and they order accordingly. They are accordingly 
pleased to issue the following amendments to the rules issued in the G.O. 
read as first paper above and published in the Kerala Gazette No. 6 dated 
8-2-1966 as amended :

Workers Provident Fund Rules . 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called “ The 
P. W. D. Engineering Workshops (Pensionable) Workers Provident Fund 
Rules, 1975 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. In the se Rules unless context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) Accounts Officer means such officer as may be appointed by 
the Government to keep the accounts of the Provident Fund of the Workers 
( Pensionable ) of the P. W. D. Engineering Workshops.

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(b ) . Children means legitimate children and includes adopted 
children of the subscriber.. 

emoluineats means the basic wages or leave wages of the sul). 
scriber , excluding personal, dearness and other allowances . 

( a ) (i) family means in the case ofmale subscriber, the wife and 
children of a subscriber and the widow and children of the predeceased soi 
of a subscriber: 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has been judicially 
separated from him or has ceased under the customary law of the community 
to which she belongs to be entitled to maintenance, she shall henceforth be 
deemed to be no longer a member of the subscriber s family in matters to 
which these rules relate unless, the subscriber subsequently admits in writing 
to the Accounts Officer that she shall continue to be a member of his family . 

(ii ) in the case of a female subscriber, the husband and children of a 
subscriber and thewidow and children of the predeceased son of a subscriber: 

Provided that, if a female subscriber in writing to the Accounts Officer 
expresses her desire to exclude her husband from her family, the husband 
shall henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member of the subscriber s 
family in matters to which these rules relate , unless the subscriber subsequ 
ently admits in writing to the Accounts Officer that he shall continue to be 
a member of the family of the subscriber . 

(e ) form means a form appended to these rules 

(1) Tund means the P. W. D. Engineering Workshops (Pensionable ) 
Workers Provident Fund constituted under rule 1 (i) 

(g ) Government means the Government of Kerala 

( h ) leave means any kind of leave other than Casual Leave recogni 
sed by Government. 

(i) subscriber means any worker (Pensionable) of the P. W. D. 
Engineering Workshops admitted to the Fund. 

(j) subscription means the amount subscribed , to the Fund by a 
worker (Pensionable ) of the P. W. D. Engineering Workshops. 

(k ) Superintendent means the Superintendent of the Government 
Engineering Workshop . Chackai, Trivandrum . 

(1) Year means a financial year beginning on the first day of April 
and ending on the 31st March , of the following year. 

3. The object of the fund is to improve the position of the workers 
(pensionable ) of thc P. W. D. Engineering workshops. 

4. Scope of the Fund . --Subscription shall be compulsory for all workers 
(pensional le ) of the P. W. D. Engineering workshops who have completed 
three year s scrvice as a worker of the P. W. D. Engineering Workshops: 
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Provided that no arrears of subscription shall be recovered from those 
workers, who have put in a service of three years on the day on which these 
rules came into force and who apply for admission to the fund within three 
months, of the date of issue of these rules. 

5. Administration of the Fund.-- The general Administration of the Fund 
shall vest in the Chief Engineer, General, Buildings and roads and the 
accounts shall be maintained by the Officer in charge hereinafter referred to · 
in these rules as " the Accounts Officer " . 

6. Rate of subscription .- ( 1) The monthly subscription shall be at the rate 
of not less than 10 paise for every rupee of the monthly wages of the subscri 
ber at the time ofhis joining the fund and therealter as 0 1 31st March of 
every year, the rate thus arrived at being rounded to 

the nearest iupce , 
fifty paise or more being counted at the next higher rupce . 

(2) A subscriber may at his option not subscribc during leave or when 
he is under suspension . He shall intimate in writing his election not to 
subscribe to the Superintendent, P.W.D. Engineering Wor : shops and the 
Accounts Officer. Failure to make due and timely intimatior shall be 
deemed to constitute an election to subscribe. 

7. Procedure for joining the Fund .(1) .Application from the worker for 
admission to the fund shall be made in triplicate in Form A appended 10 
these rules and forwarded to the Accounts Officer by the Superintendent, 
P. W. D. Engineering Workshops on receipt of the applications. 

( 2) The Accounts Officer shall scrutinise them and if found in order, 
shall assign a number to each application and return one copy of the appli 
cation with thenumber and other details noted therein in the Superintendent, 
P. W. D. Engineering Workshops and forward one copy with the same 
details to the Treasury in which the subscription is to be remitted . 

8. Nomination .- (1 ) The subscriber shall forward a nomination in fonn 
B appended to these rules along with the application for admission 
to the fund referred to in rule 7 confirming on one or more persons , 
the right to receive the amount that may stand to his credit in the fund in 
the event of his death before the amount has become payable, or baving 
become payable has not been paid : 

Provided that, if at the timeof making the nomination , the subscriber 
has a family, the nomination shall not be in favour of any person or persons 
other than themembers of his family . 

(2) A subscriber may, at any time, cancel a nomination by sending a 
notice in writing to the Accounts Officer . 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with such notice , send .. 
fresla nomination male in accordance with the provisions of this rulc . 

9. Subscriber s Account:-An account shall be prepared in the nunc oj 
each subscriber and shall show the amount of his subscription with intcrest 
thcrcon , us prescribed in rule 12 as well as advances and withdrawals from 
thic fund . 
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10. Realisation of Subscription :-(1 ) Subscription shall ordinarily be reco 
vered by deduction from pay bills but they may be made by remittance 
in cash to the treasury when an officer is on foreign service or on leave or 
on deputation outside the State and in case remittance is made in cas} to 
the treasury , the subscribers shall send the chalans to the Accounts Officer. 

(2) Subscriptions from the employees shall be remitted into the treasury 
by the Head of Office in Form Cappended to these rules in triplicate and 
the remittance shall as far as possible be only one for an office in a month . 

( 3) The Treasury officer concerned , shall after the close of the month , 
prepare a covering list for all the credits and debits pertaining to the fund , 
attached to the Form C pertaining to each item of credit and send it to the 
Accounts Officer with a certificate that the total amounts in the covering 
li t agree with that credited in the accounts under the fund head of account. 
A copy of the covering list shall also be send with the cash account of the 
month to the Accountant General. 

(4 ) On receipt of the above list with the forms from the treasury , the 
Accounts Officer shall post the amount sh wn as realised to the credit of 
each s bscriber in the fund in the ledger and shall check their correctness 
with the monthly return and schedules received from the treasuries . 

11. If a worker fails to subscribe with effect from the date on which he 
is required to subscribe to the Fund, the total amount due to the Fund on 
account of arrears of subscription shall , with interest thereon as provided 
in these rules forthwith , be paid by the subscriber to the Fund , or in default 
be ordered by the Accounts Officer to be recovered by deduction from the 
emoluments of the subscriber in instalments or otherwise as may be directed 
by the Superintendent. 

12. Interest.- ( 1) Subject to the provisions of sub rule (5 ) of this rule , 
interest at such rate as may be fixed by the Government subject to a 
minimum of 4 per cent, shall be annually credited by the Government to the 
account of each subscriber, 

(2 ) Interest shall be credited with eñect from the last day in each year 
in the following manner : 

(a ) On the amount at the credit of a subscriber on the last day of the 
preceding year, less any sums withdrawn during the current year interest for 
twelve months ; 

(b ) On sums withdrawn during the current year, interest from the 
beginning of the current year upto the last day of the month preceding the 
month of withdrawal. 

( c ) On all sums credited to subscriber s account after the last date of 
the preceding year interest from the date of deposit upto the end of the 
current year ; 

( d ) The total amount of interest shall be rounded to the nearest who 
rupee (tilby paise or more counting as the next higher rupee ): 
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Provided that when the amount standing at the credit of a subscriber has 
become payable, interest shall thereupon be credited under this sub rule in 
respect only of the period from the beginning of the current year or from the 
date of deposit, as the case may be, up to the date on which the amount 
standing at the credit of the subscriber became payable . 

(3 ) In this rule , the date of deposit shall in the case of a recovery 
from emoluments, be deemed to be the first day of the month in which it is 
recovered and in the case of an amount remitted by the subscriber into the 
treasury, shall be deemed to be first day of the month of remittance, if it is 
remitted into the Treasury before , the fifth day of that monih , but if it is 
remitted on or after the fifth day of that month , the first day of the next 
month . 

( 4) In addition to any amount to be paid under rule 17 for final with 
drawal, interest thereon upto the end of the month preceding that in which 
he payment is made or upto the end of the sixth month after the month in 
which such amount became payable whichever of these periods be less, 
shall be payable to the person to whom such amount is to be paid : 

Provided that where the Accounts Officer has intimated to that person 
(or his agent) a date on which he is prepared to make payment, interest 
shall be payable only upto the end of the month preceding the date so 
intimated . 

(5 ) Interest shall not be credited to the account of a subscriber if he 
informs the Accounts Officer that he does not wish to receive it, but if he 
subsequently asks for interest, it shall be credited with effect from the firt 
day of the year in which he asks for it, or if he had joined the Fund during 
the year from the date ofhis joining the Fund . 

13. Advance from the Fund.- (1) The authority to sanction temporary 
advances under this rule is the appropriate authority specified by 
Government from time to time by special or general orders . A temporary 
advance may be granted to a subscriber from the amount outstanding to his 
credit in the Fund at the discretion of such authorities subject to the 
following conditions - 

(a ) No advance shall be granted unless the sanctioning authority is - 
satisfied that the applicant s pecuniary circumstances justify it, and that it 
will be expended on the following object or objects and not otherwise 
provided that the condition of actual dependence shall not apply in the case 
of son or daughter of the subscriber. 

(i) To pay expenses in connection with the prolorged illness of 
the applicant or any person actually dependent on him , or to pay any 
outstanding amount on account of loan expressly taken for the purpose. 
Note :-- An advance is permissible to meet the expenses on account of 

confinement (1) in cases necessitating prolonged medical 
attention , prolonged stay in a hospital or protracted treatment 
and ( 2) in other circumstances , involving expenditure dispro 
portionate to the subscriber s incomc. 
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( ii) To pay for the overseas passage for reasons of health or 
education of the subscriber or any person actually dependent on him . 

( iii) To pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate to the 
subscriber s status in connection with marriages, funerals or ceremonies 
which by the religious or social customs of the subscriber it is i..cumbent on 
him to perform or to repay any outstanding amount on account of a 
loan expressly taken for the purpose . 
Note : - Temporary advance from Provident Fund credits of a 

subscriber may be granted to meet expenses in connection 
with the marriage and other ceremonies of the subscriber 

himself . 

( iv ) To pay for the cost of legal proceedings instituted by the 
subscriber for vindicating his position in regard to any allegation made 
against him in respect of any act done or purporting to be done y him in 
the discharge ofhis official duties , the advance in this case bring available 
in addition to any advance admissible for the samepurpose from any other 
Government source, provided that the advance under this rule shall not be 
admissible to a subscriber who institutes, legal proceedings in any Court of 
Law either in re pect of any matter unconnected with his official duty or 
against Government in respect of any condition of service or penalty 
imposed on him ; 

(v ) To pay for the cost of the subscriber s defence whether he is 
prosecuted by the Government in any Court of Law or when the subscriber 
engages a legal practitioner to defend himself in an enquiry in respect of 
any alleged misconduct on his partiand 

(vi) To pay for t..e cost of the General education of the subscriber 
or any child of his in India beyond High School stage for Uuniversity 
degrees like B. A., B. Sc ., M.A., M. Sc. etc. 
Note :-1. The amount of temporary advances admissible for purpose 

of sub cla iscs (iv) and (v ) above shall , notwithstanding 
any other provision to the contrary in these rules, not 
exceed three month s wages or Rs. 500 whichever is higher 
and shall in no case exceed half the amount at the credit 

of the subscriber. 
2. A temporary advance may be granted to a subscriber who 

is under suspension provided he agrees in writing to the 
recovery of the advance being made in monthly 
instalments from the subsistance allowance sanctioned to 

him . 
(b ) The Government may, in special circumstances, sanction a 
teinporary advance if they are satisfied thatthe subscriber concerned requires 
advance for a purpose other than those provided for in clause (a ) above . 

(c) The sanctioning authority shall record in writing its reasons for 
wanting the advance . 
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( d ) No advance shall except for special reasons to be recorded in 
writing, be granted 

(i) in excess of three months wages or half the amount at the 
credit of the subscriber in the l und, whichever is less or ; 

(ii) until repayment of the last instalment of any previous advance: 
Provided that if the reasons is of a confidential nature, it 

may be 
communicated to the Accounts Officer personally or confidentially . 
(2 ) The sanctioning authority shall not under any circumstances grant 

(i) a fresh advance to a subscriber when three advances already 
granted from P. F. are outstanding repayment. 

(ii) More than two advances to a subscriber in the course of the 
same financial year ; 

(iii) an advance to a subscriber unless a period of six months has 
elapsed after the grant of a previous advance, and 

(iv ) an advance during the month in which he retires or proceeds 
on leave preparatory to retirement from service. 
Note: In the case of grant of a third advance , full details of the 

circumstances justifying the grant of the advance shall be 

furnished in the sanction order . 
(3) In fixing the amount of an advance, the sanctioning authority 
shall pay due regard to the amount at the credit of the subscriber in the 
Fund . 

(4 ) The amount of the advance shall be a sum expressed in whole 
rupees and the monthly instalments of payments shall also be in equal 
number of whole rupees , the advances applied for being raised or reduced if 
necessary to enable the instalments to be thus fixed . 

14 . Recovery of advances.- ( 1) An advance shall be recovered from the 
subscriber in such number of equal monthly instalments as the sanctioning 
authority may direct, but such number shall not be less than twelve unless 
the subscriber so elects , or in any case not more than twenty four. In special 
cases , where the amount of advance exceeds 3 months wages of subscriber 
the sanctioning authority may fix such number of instalments to be more 
than twenty four but in no case more than thirty six . A subscriber may , at 
his option , repay two or more instalments in a month . 

(2) Recovery shall be made in th : manner prescribed in rules 10 and 
11 for the realisation of subscriptions and shall commence with the issue of 
wages for the month following the month in which the advance was with 
drawn . Recovery shall not b . made except with the subscriber s consent 
while he is on leave , earning 15 days wages or less than that. 

( 3) If more than one advance has been made to a subscriber, each 
advance shall be treated separately for the purpose of recovery . 

(4 ) If an advance granted to a subscriber has been drawn by him and 
the advance is subsequently disallowed before repayment is completed , the 
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ale statia dependent on him , or for repaying any vutstar.ding amount 
castofar erpressly tacen for the purpose.

Provided that the house to be constructed on the site so purchased is 
for realcridarce of the subscriber and/or his family and shall not 
part with thepassion of the same before retirement. 

© For rcting a suitable house on a site owned or acquired by 
desubxriber and /or his wife with or without any assistance from the 
Prorica : Fund ,or acquiring a houre together with site in the name(s) of 
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the subscriber and/or his wife, or repaying any outstanding amount ori 
account of a loan expressly taken by the subscriber and/ or his wife from the 
Government or any other source for any of these purpo es before the date of 
application for withdrawal: 

Provided that the house is for the actual residence of the subscriber and / 
or his family and shall not part with the possession of the same before 
retirement, 

(t) For making additions or alterations to or reconstructiag or 
completing, or repairing a house owned or acquired by the subscriber and / 
or his wife with or without any assistance from the Provident Fund, or for 
repaying any outstanding loan expressly taken by the subscriber and /or his 
wife from the Government or any other source for any of the said 

purposes 
before the date of application for the withdrawal: 

Provided that the house is for the actual residence of the subscriber 
and /or his family . 

16. Limitation to withdrawals.- ( 1) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber 
at any one tiine for one or more of the purposes specified in rule 15 from the 
amount outstanding to his credit in the Fund shall not ordinarily exceed one 
half or such amount or six months wages whichever is le -s. The sanctioning 
authority may however sanction the withdrawal of an amount in excess of 
this limit up to 3/4 of the balance at his credit in the fund having due regard 
to (a ) the object for which the withdrawal is being made and (b ) the 
amount to his credit in the Fund. 

(2 ) . A subscriber who has been permitted to withdraw money from the 
Fund under rule 15 shall satisfy the sanctioning authority within a reasonable 
period as may be specified by that authority that ihe money has been 
utilised for the purpose for which it is withdrawn and if he fails to do so , 
the whole of the annount so withdrawn or. so much thereot as has not been

( 3) Nothing in sub rule (2 ) shall be deemed to require a subscriber 
whose deposits in the Fund carry no interest, to pay any interest on any sum 
repayable by him under that sub rule. 

17. Recovery of moreys drawn , withheld or withdrawn from the Fund for 
improper use. - Notwithstanding anything contained in these rulus, if the 
sanctioning authority is satisfied that money drawn as an advance from the 
Fund under sub rule ( 1) of rule 13 has been utilised for a purpose other 
than that for which sanction was given to the drawal , withholding or with 
drawal of the money the amount in question shall, with interest at the rate 
provided in rule 14 forthwith be repaid or paid , as the case may be, by the 
subscriber to the Fund or in default be ordered to be recovered by deduc 
tion in lump sum from the emoluments of the subscriber even if he be on 
leave .

Provided that a subscriber who has been dis nissed , removed or 
compulsorily retired from the service and is subsequently reinstated in the 
Service shall , if required to do so by appointing authority repay any amount 
paid to him from the fund in pursuance of this rule, with interest thereon 
in the manner provided in the proviso to rule 19. The amount so repaid . 
shall be credited to his account in the Fund . 

(b ) A subscriber holding a post in an officiating or temporary 
capacity may either with draw the amount on the termination of his po: t or 
leave it in the Fund to be withdrawn at the time he finally quits service .

if there is any member of the family other than those specified 

in clauses (i), (ii), ( iii) and (iv): 
Provided further that the widow or widows and the child or children of 
a deceascd son shall receive between them in equal parts only the share 
which that son would have received if he had survived the subscriber and 
had been exempted from the provisions of clause ( 1) of the first proviso . 

(2 ) -when the subscriber leaves no family, if a nomination made by him 
in accordance with the provisions of rule 9 in favour of any person subsists, 
the amouit standing to his credit in the Fund of the part thereof to which 
the nomination relates , shall become payablc to his nominee or nominces in 
the proportion specified in the nomination . 

( 3) Payment of Provident Fund money due to a minor beneficiary of 
a deceased subscriber may be made to the guardian nominated by the sub 
scriber. When the subscriber has not nominated a guardian , a guardian 
appointed by the Court to receive payment on behalf of a minor beneficiary 
shall alone be recognised even where the amount involved di es not exceed 
the limit of Rs. 5,000 specified in clause (b ) of subsection ( 1) of section 4 of 
the Provident Funds Act, 1925. But if the party pleads inability to incur 
expenditure for obtaining the guardianship certificate fron the Court, the 
orders of the Gove:nment should be obtained for making any payment. 

(4) In case where a minor s share of the Provident Fund money does 
not exceed Rs. 500 or where the total amount payable to all the minors 
does not exceed Rs. 1,000 payment may be made to the natural guardian of 
the minor children of the deceased subscriber without the execution of the 
indemnity bond or production of a guardianship certificate, provided that the 
Superintendent, PWD Engineering Workshop is satisfied regarding the 
bona fides of the natural guardian and that subsequent claimsare not likely 
to arise . 

(5 ) Payment of minor s share of the Provident Fund money, to the 
extent of Rs. 5,000 or the first Rs. 5,000 whcre the amount payable cxceeds 
Rs. 5,000 may be made without requiring the production of a guardianship 
certificate from the court to the natural guardian of the minor, or where 
there is no natural guardian , to the person considered fit by the 
Superintendent, PWD Engineering Workshop to receive payment on behalf 
of the minor on such natural guardian or other person exccuting an 
indeinnity bond (see Aprendix I) signed by two sureties agreeing to indem 
rify Government against any subsequcot claim to the amount paid to him : , 
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Provided that the stamp duty payable on such indemnity. bond shall be 
borne by Government: 

Provided further that the person who comes forward to claim payment 
on behalf of the minor in the absence of a natural guardian , shall be re 
quired to satisfy the authoritiesmaking payment by an affidavit in addition 
to the indemnity bond signed by two sureties, that he is in charge of the 
property of the minor and that he is looking after such property and if the 
minor has no property other than the Provident Fund money, that the minor 
is in his custody, and care. 

(6 ) In cases where the natural guardian is a Hindu widow the payment 
of Provident Fund money on behalf of her minor children shall be made to 
her irrespective of the amount involved without the production of a 
guardianship, certificate or any indemnity bond , unles; there is anything 
concrete to show that the interest of the mother are adverse to those of the 
minor children . 

(7 ) Payment of Provident Fund money due to a person nominated to 
receive the whole or part of the amount standing to the credit of a subscriber 
in the Fund shall be made as follows in cases where the nomince dies after 
the subscriber but before receiving payment. 

( a ) When the amount due to the deceased nominee does not exceed 
Rs. 500 the Accounts Officer may authorise payment of the amount to the 
claimant or claimant : reported by the Collector of the district concerned to 
be entitled to receive payment, after making such enquiry into the right and 
title of the claimant or claimants as the Collector may deem sufficient, if 
the Collector considers that the production of letters of administration or 
other legal authority may be dispensed with . The records of enquiry shall 
contain the signed statements of atleast two trustworthy or disinterested 
persons. 

Provided that the Collector may in such cases, if he considers it expe 
nient, require the party to execute before the payment is made, a bond in the 
Form prescribed in Appendix II signed by two sureties agreeing to indemnity 
the Government against any ubsequent claim which might arise . 

(b ) when the amount due to the deceased nominec exceeds Rs. 500 
payment shall be made by the Accounts Officer to the person who produces 
probate or letters of administration evidencing the grant to him of administr 
ation to the estate of the deceased nominee or a succession certificate cntitl 
ing the holder thereof to receive payment of the amount: 

Provided that, in cases where ihe Government are satisfied of the right 
and title of a person claiming payment as heir of the deceased nominee and 
that undue delay and hardship would be caused by insisting on the produ 
ction of letters of administration or other legal authority, theymay authorise 
the Accounts Officer to pay the amount to the claimant on his executing 
bond in the Form prescribed in Appendix Il sigried by two sureties agreeing 
to indemnify the Government against any subsequent claim which might 
arisc . 
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(8 ) Notwithstanding the grant of a succession certificate in favour of any 
one or more of the claimants, the Provident Fund b :lance standing to the 
credit of a deceased subscriber shall be paid to the claimants in accordance 
with the provisions of the Provident Funds Act 1925 and the rules framed 
thereunder as the Act and the Rules superseds the personal law of 
succession inheritance , etc., inrespect of Provident Fund moncy standing 
to the credit of a deceased subscriber . 

21. The Accounts Officer to pay the Fund .--11) When the amount 
standing to the credit of a subscriber in the Fund becomes payable , it shall 
be the duty of the Accounts Officer to make payment. 

( 2) If the person , to whom under these rules any arount is to be paid , 
a lunatic for whose estate a manager has been appointed in his behalf 
under the Indian Lunacy Act 1912 , the pay .. ent shall be made to such 
manager and not to the lunatic . 

22. Transfer of the Fund when the officer is transferred . - If an officer who 
is a subscriber to any other Government Provident Fund is permanently 
transferred to pensionable service under Government , the amount standing 
to his credit in such other fund on the date of transfer shall with the consent 
of the Gover ment concerned , be transferred to his credit in the Fund . 

23. Relaxation of the provisions of the Rules in Individual cases. - When the 
Government is satisfied that the operation of any of these rules causes or is 
likely to cause undue hardship to a member of the service , it may , after 
recording the reasons for so doing and notwithstanding anything contained 
in these rules, deal with the case of such member in such manner as may 
appear to it to be just and equitable : 

Provided that the case shall not be dealt with in any manner less 
favourable to such subscriber than that prescribed in these rules . 

24. Interpretations. If any question arises relating to the interpretation 
of these rules, it shall be referred to thc Government whose decision thereon 
shall be final.

Rules of procedure:-All sums paid into the Fund under these rules 
shall be credited in the books of Government to an account na ncd “ The 
General Provident Fund (Kerala) for Worke:s (Pensionable ) of the P W.D.

21st July 1975 . 
Whereas Government have in G.O. (MS) No. 171 /73/AD dated 
21-5-1973 published a notification under section 4 of the Act declaring their 
intention to constitute the land described in the schedule below as a Reserve 
Forest having an extent of4.60 acres under the said Act; 

And whereas Government bave in the said order appointed the Revenue 
Divisional Officer, Devicolam to be the Forest Settlement Officer to enquire 
into and determine the existence , nature and extent of any rights claimed 
by, or alleged to exist in favour of any person in or over any land comprised 
within the limits of the proposed Reserve Forest I, Jayanthi Alexander , 
Sub Collector, Devicolam hereby give information to the public that every 
person claiming any right referred to in section 4 of the said Act either to 
present to me a written statement specifying the nature of such right or to 
appear before me within a period not exceeding six months from the date of 
publication of this Proclamation and in either case to produce all documents 
and other evidence in support thereof. It is further declared that during 
the interval between the publication of this proclamation and the date of 
notification to be published in due course by Government under section 19 
of the Act no right shall be acquired in or over the land included in this 
proclamation , except under a grant contract in writing, made or entered 
into by or on behalf of the Government, or by, or on behalf , of, some person 
on whom such right or power to create the same has been vested or by suc 
cession from such person , and no clearings shall bemade on such lands, nor 
shall any person cut, collect, or remove any forest produce nor shall set fire 
to such land or kindle or leave burning any fire in such manner as to 
endanger the same. 

2. No Patta shall without the previous sanction of the Governinent, be 
granted in such lands and every patta granted without such sanction shall 
be null and void . 

3. Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prohibit any Act done 
with the permission in writing of the Forest Settlement Officer.

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THE DEFENCE OF INDIA (AMENDMENT ) ACT , 1975

ACT 
to amend the Defence of India Act , 1971. 

*** 
BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - sixth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and duration .- ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Defence of India (Amendment) Act, 1975 . 


(2 ) The amendments made to the Defence of India Act, 1971 
( 42 of 1971), (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) , by the 
provisions of this Act shall remain in force during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of Emergency issued under clause (1 ) 
of article 352 of the Constitution on the 25th day of June, 1975 , 
and for a period of six months thereafter, but their expiry under 
the operation of this sub - section shall not affect 

(a) the previous operation of, or anything duly done or 
suffered under, the principal Act, as amended by this Act, 
or any rule made thereunder or any order made under any 
such rule , or 

(b ) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired , 
accrued or incurred under the principal Act, as amended by 
this Act, or any rule made thereunder or any order made 
under any such rule , or 
(c ) any penalty . forfeiture or 

punishment incurred in 
respect of any offence under the principal Act, as amended 
by this Act, or any contravention of any rule made thereunder 
or of any order made under any such rule , or 

(d ) any investigation , legal proceeding or remedy in respect

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-sixth Year, of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Main 
tenance of Internal Security (Amendincnt) Act, 1975 . 

(2) Section 7 shall be deemed to have come into force on the 25th 
day of June , 1975 and the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed 
to have come into force on thc 29th day of June , 1975 . 

2. Amendment of section 4. - In section 4 of the Maintenance of Internal 
Security Act, 1971 (26 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to as theprincipal Aci), 
for the words and figures " Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (5 of 1898 )" 
the words and figures " Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 (2 of 1974)" , 
shall be substituted . 


3. Imendment of section 7. - In section 7 of the principal Act,-- 

( a ) in clause (a ) of sub -section ( 1), for the words and figures " Presidency 
Magistrate or a Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction in the 
place where the said person ordinarily resides , and thereupon the provisions 
of sections 87, 88 and 89 of the Code of CriminalProcedure, 1898 (5 of 1898 )" , 
the words, figures and brackets "Metropolitan Magistrate or a Judicial 
Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction in the place where the said 
person ordinarily resides; and thereupon the provisions of sections 82 to 86 
( both inclusive ) of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 ( 2 of 1974 )" 
shall be substituted ; 

( b ) in sub -section ( 2 ) , for the words and figures " Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1898 (5 of 1898 )” , the words and figures " Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974 )" shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 14 .-- In scction 14 .of the principal Act, for sub 
section (2), the following sub-section shall be substituted , namely : 

* (2) Thc rcvocation of a detention order shall not bar the making 
of another detention order under section 3 against the same person ." . 


5. Amendment of section 15 .-- In section 15 of the principal Act -- : 

(a ) after sub - section (3), the following sub-section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (34 ) If the appropriate Governmeiit las reason to believe that 
any person who has failed to surrender himself in the manner specified in 
sub -section (3) has absconded or is concealing himsell , that Government 
may make a report in writing of the fact to a Metropolitan Magistrate or a 
Judicial Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction in the place where 
the said person ordinarily resides and thereupon the provisions of sections 
82 to 86 (both inclusive ) of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 (2 of 1974 ), 
shall apply in relation to such person as they apply in relation to a person 
who has absconded or is concealing himself so that a warrant issued by the 
Magistrate can not be executed." ; 

(b ) after sub -section (5 ), the following sub -section shall be inserted , 
namely : 


" (6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law and save 
as otherwise provided in this section , iso person against whom a detention 
order made under this Act is in force shall be released whether on bail or 
bail bond or otherwise ." . 

6. Insertion of new seclion . 164 .-- After section 16 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

16A . Special provisions for dealing with emergency.--- (1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in this Act or any rules of natural justice , the provisions 
of this section shall have effect during the period ofoperation of the Procla 
mation of Emergency issued under clause (1) of article 352 of the Consti 
tution on the 3rd day of December , 1971, or thc Proclamation of Emergency 
issued under that clause on the 25th day of June, 1975 , or a period of twelve 
inonths from the 25th day of June , 1975 , whichever period is the shortest. 

(2) The case of every person (including a foreigner ) against whom an 
order of detention was made under this Act on or after the 25th day of June , 
1975 , but before the commencement of this section , shall, unless such person 
is sooner released from detention ,be reviewed within fiftcen days from such 
commencement by the appropriate Government for the purpose of deter 
mining whether the deiention of such person under this Act. is necessary 
for dealing effectively with the cmergency in respect ofwhich thic Proclama 
tions referred to in sub -section ( 1) have been issued (hereafter in this section 
referred to as the emergency ) and if,on such review , theappropriate Govern 
ment is satisfied that it is necessary to detain such person for effectively dealing 
with the emergency , that Government may make a declaration to that 
clect and communicate a copy of the declaration to the person concerned . 
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( 3) When making an order of detention under this Act against any 
person (including a foreigner) after the commencement of this section , the 
Central Government or the State Government or, as the case may be, the 
officer,making the order of detention shall consider whether the detention of 
such person under this Act is necessary for dealing effectively with the 
emergency and if , on such consideration , the Central Government or the 
State Government or, as the case may be, the officer is satisfied that it is 
necessary to detain such person for effectively dealing with the emergency, 
thatGovernment or officer may make a declaration to that effect and commu 
nicate a copy of the declaration to the person concerned : 


Provided that where such declaration is made by an officer , it shall be 
reviewed by the State Government to which such officer is subordinate within 
fifteen days from the date of making of the declaration and such declaration 
shall cease to have effect unless is confirmed by the State Government, 
after such review , within the said period of fifteen days. 


(4 ) The question whether detention of any person in respect of 
whom a declaration has been made under sub-section (2 ) or sub -section (3) 
continues to be necessary for effectively dealing with the emergency shall be 
reconsidered by the appropriate Government within four months from the 
date of such declaration and thereafter at intervals not exceeding four months 
and if, on such reconsideration , it appears to the appropriate Government 
that the detention of the person is no longer necessary for effectively dealing 
with the emergency, that Governmentmay revoke the declaration . 


(5 ) In making any review , consideration or reconsideration under 
sub-sections (2), (3) or (4), the appropriate Government or officer may, if 
such Government or officer considers it to be against public interest to do 
otherwise , act on the basis of the information and materials in its or his posses 
sion without disclosing the facts or giving an opportunity of making a 
representation to the person concerned . 


(6 ) In the case of every person detained under a detention order to 
which the provisions of sub -section (2) apply, being a person . the review 
ofwhose case is pending under that sub-section or in respect of whom a declara 
tion has been made under that sub -section ,-- 

(i) sections 8 to 12 shall not apply ; and 

(ii ) section 13 shall apply subject to the modification that the words 
and figures which has been confirmed under section 12 " shall be omitted . 

(7 ) In the case of every person detained under a detention order to 
which the provisions of sub -section (3) apply , being a person in respect of 
whom a declaration has been made under that sub -section --- 
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. 


(i) section 3 shall apply subject to the modification that for sub 
sections (3) and (4 ) thereof, the following sub -section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" (3) When any order of detention is made by a State Goverment 
or by an officer subordinate to it, the State Government shall, within twenty 
days, forward to the Central Government a report in respect of the order." ; 

( ii ) sections 8 to 12 shall not apply ; and 

(iii) section 13 shall apply subject to the modification that the words 
and figures " which has been confirmed under section 12 " shall be omitted .” . 

7. Insertion of new section 18.--- Section 18 of the principal Act shall be 
re -numbered as section 19 thereof and before that section as so re -numbered , 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 18. Exclusion of common law or natural law rights, if any. - No person 
(including a foreigner) detained under this Act shall have any right to 
personal liberty by virtue of natural law or common law , if any." . 

8. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Maintenance of Internal Security (Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1975 (4 of 1975 ) and the Maintenance of Internal Security 
(Second Amendment) Ordinance , 1975 (7 of 1975) are hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinances shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 
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
